Overcharge On 
Oil Claimed 


WASHINGTON (#)—A senate 
committee declared today that the 
navy was overcharged at least 
$30,000,000 on its wartime pur- 
chases of Arabian oil. 

The committee put the blame 
on what it called the Arabian- 
American Oil company’s “avaric- 
ious desire for enormous profits” 
re- 
sponsibility”’. 

The company, known as 
ARAMCO, retorted that its price 
policies have saved the navy more 
than $26,500,000. It said ‘the 
benefits to the nation’s economy 
have only just begun”. 

The congressional charges were 
outlined in a windup report by the 
com- 
mittee. The committe held lengthy 
hearings on the wartime oil deals 
between the Navy and ARAMCO, 
which operates the Saudi Arabian 
concession.

* As far as the Republicans in the Congressional district 
ard concerned, the outlook is very discouraging for the June 
1 election. ‘ 

* Congressman Harry Sheppard's weakness in the district 
was very evident two years ago when Lowell Lathrop, the 
Republican candidate, came close to overtaking the veteran 
“New Deal” politician. After the 1946 election the chances of 
a Hepublican victory in 1948 looked exceedingly good. Shep- 
patd’s defeat at his next election was forecast on every side. 

+ Mx. Sheppard has risen in stature not a trifle since 
then but the Republican contest has been so muddled his 
re-bleetion is very likely at a time when his defeat could just 
as ‘well be recorded. Mr. Lathrop, believing he had a very 
good chance of picking up enough supporters to overcome 
his’ foe, is in the race again. C. Burton Thrall, county super- 
intendent of public instruction, who has long nursed the 
idda of going to Washington, confidently entered the cam- 
patgn to defeat all other Republicans as well as the Demo- 
cratic incumbent. 

The Congressional district includes all of San Bernardino 
county and a portion of San Fernando valley. Out on the 
Mdjave desert is the township judge of Lancaster and the 
active -chamber of commerce secretary—William Keller. He 
is -anéther Republican candidate. The fourth Republican 
coptender is Frederic O. Rose, an unknown but who appar- 
ently is out to make himself known. 

, Instead of the Republican supporters uniting on one 
man, there is no unified organization or support. Recognized 
as; the two “major” candidates are Mr. Thrall and Mr. 
Lathrop. Neither would retire in favor of the other. 

* As the result of the “cross filing’ practice, Mr. Shep- 
patd dnd most of the other candidates are Republican can- 
didates as well as Democratic candidates. Mr. Sheppard's 
renomination on the Democratic ticket is a foregone con- 
clusi The race is entirely on the Republican ticket. 

. Sheppard is quite a vote getter, even among Re- 
publicans, and his victory on the Republican ticket is quite 
possible June 1 due to the wide variety of choices. 

Mr. Thrall will pull a sizeable number of votes. Mr. 
Lathrop is likely to be up near the top. Most Republicans 
in the San Fernando area are likely to vote for their judge 
and chamber secretary. Mr. Rose will pull ‘em in here and 
there. The result may be close—and it may be just right to 
enable Mr. Sheppard te get the G.O.P. nomination. 

The situation is unfortunate. No one group or organi- 
zation has the right to exclude ambitious candidates and so 
the race is on—actually four men against one.
